September to 3739 today. It 
should drop somewhat with 
the completion of the Calle 
Mayor and Jefferson Schools, 
although the city constantly 
Is getting new school children.

Completion of portables re­ 
cently removed Hillside School 
from double sessions and the 
opening of Calle Mayor School 
is expected to take Seaside 
School off double sessions for 
the first time in its nine-year 
history.

School officials predicted 
last fall that all children 
would be off double sessions 
by the end of the 1958-59 
school year if the expected 
building program could be 
completed. If the money isn't 
available, they aren't so sure 
that this can be done.

And then the time when the 
police heard a horrible racket 
in one of the cells and found 
an addict trying to beat his 
brains out simply by banging 
his head against the wall.

Many times, officers have 
had to call a doctor, who in 
turn must ease the agonizing 
withdrawal pains. They are 
more than most people can 
stand.

The mothers and fathers of 
addicts all ask the same ques 
tion. "Why?" "Where did we 
fail?"

Want to Belong
If there Is one thing addicts 

have in common, it is a desire 
to belong to a group.

This lack of belonging, say 
noted psychiatrists, makes a 
youngster good bait for the 
pushers.

The young adult or the juve­ 
nile who is not accepted by fel­ 
low students, the gang or who 
doesn't have that feeling of be­ 
longing to those he loves or ad­ 
mires, is most apt to become a 
narcotic user.

The youths who try a "shot"
just for the thrill or because
someone dared them, or just
out of curiosity, are not many.

All Is Well
Almost every addict origin 

ally had that feeling of not be­ 
longing, of being an outsider. 
But once he's on the "stuff" he 
quickly gets the feeling of eu- 
phorium ... he can lick any­ 
one ... he can do anything... 
all's well with the world . 
That is, all's well until the 
effects of the drug start to 
wear off.

Man Shoots 
Self As Law 
Waits Inside

Faced with the prospect of 
an arrest on child molesting 
charges, Willis Orvil Snow, 56, 
killed himself Thursday while 
an officer waited Inside his 
home at 26000 Eshelman Ave.

washhouso brought Alien to 
the scene.

Snow managed the apart­ 
ments where he lived.
